I would like to know where I can find 


supplements for a Scott stamp album. I 
bought my album about a year a ago at 
a discount house, but they tell me they 
no longer stock the refills. Where can I 
find some refills? 


The Toyland store, in Navarro Mall, 


stocks Scott World Stamp albums. The 
store doesn't have any refills right now, 
but said they would put some on their 
order which goes out this week. 


Call them at the store, 872-1541, to 


find out when the order will 
arrive. 


They should have the refills you need in 
a couple of weeks. 


When the state switched to reflec- 


torlzed license plates some years ago, 
they Increased the price by 30 cents to 
pay for the added cost of materials. 
Now that we just get the little stickers, 
why does the state continue to charge 
the 30 cents? 


This added tax is with us for the same 


reason that federal income taxes — 
which began about the time of World 
War I as a "temporary tax" — are still 
with us. Both were written in as laws, 
and they remain laws today. 


According to Jim Keithley, of the 


Texas Highway Department's Motor 
Vehicle Division, the 30 cents still goes 
toward materials for the stickers. He 
says that the Highway Department 
must continue to collect the added 
charge because the law states that the 
money will be collected. 


As written, the law says that "... 30- 


cents will be added to the cost of each 
set of plates, symbols, tabs, or other 
means used to signify licensing." 


The 30 cent charge has been collected 


since 1968, and will continue to be 
collected so long as the law remains on 
the books, Keithley said. 


Could you please tell me If any

County Clerk Clyve Riddels says 


there is no record of who is buried in 
cemeteries in the county. In fact, he 
says, many of the cemeteries contain 
graves which have never had a marker, 
which means that is is not even known 
exactly how many people are buried in 
some or where they are buried. 


One way which you should be able to 


check this is through deed records for 
the cemetery plots, but Riddels said 
many people never even file a deed for 
the cemetery plot. 


But, if you know the name of the 


person you are seeking, and if that 
person died after 1905, then the Bureau 
of Census in Austin may be able to help 
you. 


They keep records of deaths and of 


which cemetery the person was buried 
in. But those records date back only to 
1905. 


Coincidentally, 1905 is the date the 


current 
county 
courthouse 
was 


dedicated. A cornerstone adjacent to 
the main entry door to the courthouse 
lists the dates and locations of all five 
Navarro county courthouses. 


I am trying to locate some dishes that 


Duke and Ayers sold In open stock 
about 35 years ago. The pattern is 
Sky tone, and was made by the Homer 
Laughlin Co. Please help me find these 
so I can have a complete set. They were 
my mother's everyday dishes, and I 
want to give a full set to my grand- 
daughter. 


A spokesman for the Homer Laughlin 


China Co., of Newell, West Virginia, 
told Action Lane that the dishes you are 
seeking haven't been manfactured 
since 1943. 


As he explained it, that company's 


dish patterns change every year, or 
every two years at most, and past lines 
are not remanufactured. 


A spokesman for the Duke & Ayers 


Co. office in Dallas said their stores no 
longer carry the Laughlin Company's 
line of dishes, and that it is "one chance 
in a million" that any Duke & Ayers 
store in the country would have any of 
the dishes left. 


Less than 50 yards from the entrance 


to Grape Creek Cemetery, about 2Vi 
miles southeast of Angus, the public 
road Is fast becoming one of the largest 
public trash dumps in the county. I 
have seen similar sites in other parts of 
the county. Who is supposed to enforce 
the anti-litter laws? How many 
citations have been issued during the 
past year? 


Littering, a class C misdemeanor 


offense, is difficult—but not im- 
possible—to prove unless

place and files a complaint. This can be 
a law enforcement officer or a citizen. 
The law enforcement officer, of course, 
can deal directly with the offender 
while the citizen needs to file a com- 
plaint with the county district attorney. 


DA Pat Batchelor says that he has 


never had a littering complaint filed in 
his office. However, county health 
officer Will Hill makes periodic checks 
of litter spots—including the one you 
mention—and he is a bit more thorough 
than most. Hill says he goes through the 
trash left behind looking for an en- 
velope or other means of identifying the 
culprit, and then files charges in 
Justice of the Peace court. 


Hill says littering is a perpetual 


problem in the county that poses some 
health threats as well as being un- 
sightly.

Some 5,000 area school students and the general public will get 


a unique opportunity to work with and observe two professional 
dance troupes through the efforts of the Corsicana Community 
Playhouse. 


Using funds provided by a grant from the Texas Commission 


on the Arts and Humanities, the Playhouse will bring the dallas 
Ballet to Corsicana for a three-day residency in December, and 
the Raymond Johnson Dancers from New York for a three-day 
residency in February. 


But work on these projects will begin much sooner that that, 


with the first representative from the Dallas Ballet scheduled to 
visit Corsicana in June, then, in September, the Dallas Ballet 
Master will come here to meet with local and area dance in- 
structors. 


THE DALLAS BALLET is scheduled to perform "The Nut- 


cracker" here, using nearly 80 local dance students in the 
production as well as the full Ballet company. 


The Ballet Master will instruct local dance teachers in the 


steps required, with the local instructors then teaching the steps 
to their students. 


When the company arrives, Dec. 16, three days of workshops 


and rehearsals will be held at Corsicana High School to prepare 
the group for the performance. 


Students from Blooming Grove, Frost, Mildred and Corsicana 


schools will be bused to CHS to participate in the clinics and 
performances. 


The Raymond Johnson Dance Company arrives in February, 


1978, for a three-day residency that will include clinics, 
demonstration, and performances by the six-man troupe. 


JOHNSON AND HIS company have received praise for their 


expertise, orginality, and skills from Dance Magazine, the New 
York Times, the London Times, and others. One of the special 
qualities of the Johnson troupe is the incorporation of humor in 
the modern dance presentations, according to several 
reviewers. 


Students will have the opportunity to meet and talk with the 


professional dancers on a one-to-one basis as they observe and 
participate in the workshops. 


The two troupes will also perform public concerts at the end of 


each residency. Reserved seats for the Dallas Ballet will sell for 
$6 with general admission tickets selling for $3. The Johnson 
concert seats will be $3 for reserved seats and $2 general ad- 


mission. 
A part of the program cost is being funded with a $1,879 grant 


from the commission on the Arts and Humanities, with ticket 
sales underwriting the majority of the cost.

The board took the action 


following a recommendation by 
Gene 
Barren, 
hospital ad- 


ministrator, who cited a low 
rate of payment collection in the 
emergency room for treatment 
provided to patients. 


HE 
SAID 
THAT 
the 


emergency room is averaging 
60 per cent of collections with an 
expected collection of 65 per 
cent. 


During last month's meeting 


and last February, doctors 
estimated that between 80-90 
per cent of collection of charges 
is needed to make the service 
financially stable. 


Barren offered no solution to 


the problem saying that he 
cannot predict with any amount 
of certainty what will happen 
within the next few months.

aware of his shadow. 


When the man who compiles 


other people's mistakes speaks 
these 
days, 
his 
shadow 


frequently intrudes to correct 
Newman's errant English. 


He begins a sentence with, 


"oddly enough," and halts. His 
voice drops a note lower and 
says, "leave out the enough." 
The shadow is at work. 


'I don't know how many years 


I have gone now, but it's been 
quite a few..." Newman stops in 
mid-sentence. Quite a few? "A 
stupid phrase," the shadow 
says. "It's quite a large number 
of years, actually." 


So the shadow does his work, 


and Newman, through personal 
example and his books "Strictly 
Speaking" 
and 
"A 
Civil 


Tongue," does his. 


When his self-consciousness 


about English began, perhaps 
no one can say exactly, in- 
cluding Newman. Maybe it was 
when he met the British girl 
who became his wife, and used 
the phrase "very 
excellent." 


"Very excellent?" 
"One thing that happened to 


me, as a reporter on the air, was 
that I realized I was pushing 
along ideas that had no sub- 
stance. I was taking phrases 
and using them as if they had 
substance, and they didn't." 


For 
instance, 
Lyndon 


Johnson's Great Society. In the 
beginning, television reporters 
would say "Lyndon Johnson's 
— quote — Great Society — end 
quote." But as time slipped by, 
so did the quotation marks. "We 
began to talk about this as 
though it were real," Newman 
remembers, 


He remembers others. There 


was the Kennedy idea of a 
"multilateral nuclear force" for 
Europe, 
and "The 
Grand 


Design," which was the Ken- 
nedy labe for some kind of 
cooperation among the United 
States, Canada, and Western 
Europe. They turned Newman 
off after a time, and he did the 
same with them. 


"When you use that kind of 


phrase, 
you're 
helping 


politicians 
further their own 


aims, make what they are doing 
seem important," he says now. 
'I was in the happy position of 
being able to tell myself you're 
not going to do this anymore." 


So the dusty trail to concise, 


precise English is littered with 
verbal debris. Like the tvord 
"meanwhile." 


Newman 
admits 
this 


discovery might sound small, 
but to him it was significant. He 
had been looking over some 
scripts he had written in Cairo 
and found that the second or 
l.hird paragraph of every script 
began with "Meanwhile ..."

Newman, a 6-foot-2,185-pound 


tennis player, manages to look 
smaller and more 
scholarly 


behind his desk. He has a way of 
leaning 
forward 
in a con- 


fidential manner, and he rarely 
leans back expansively with his 
hands behind his head the way 
big, men are supposed to do. 


He has received thousands of 


letters from his book readers, 
and they act as a kind of 
national police force providing 
him with more material than he 
can possibly use. 


"Do you know what 
the 


career awareness stage is?" he 
asks. "It's when a student from 
kindergarten to the sixth grade 
is trying to figure out what he 
wants to be." 


When a copier jams, he ex- 


plains, it's called an incorrect 
paper infeed situation. Why, he 
saks, did newspapers refer to

language through teachers he 
still remembers. 


Determined to be a writer, he 


flirted with short stories, a 
novel, some plays, and found 
himself in journalism. 


His finally writing a book on 


language was helped, he thinks, 
by the joint circumstance of 
Watergate and Vietnam, which 
led people to conclude that 
language could be used to 
conceal truth as well as reveal 
it. 


"I think that something is 


happening in the country to 
which I have contributed," he 
says. "There are now insurance 
companies and banks that 
advertise that their policies can 
be understood. And there is a 
firm in New York which makes 
a good deal of money by 
changing the English of cor- 
porations, external and in- 
ternal."

HUBBARD — The controversy over 


the site of the proposed new high school 
facility here may be settled following a 
special session of the Hubbard School 
Board last last night during which it 
was voted to move the location of the 
school back to the original 55-acre site. 


The board voted nearly a month ago 


to change the building location to a 16- 
acre site located within the city limits, 
citing safety as the prime motive for 
the move. The original 55-acre site, 
although located on the same tract of 
land, was situated west of Hubbard, 
outside the city limits and next to Hwy. 
31. 


The large crowd of citizens at last 


night's meeting, however, said they do 
not consider the Hwy. 31 location any 
more dangerous for their children than 
the 16-acre site inside the city limits. 


MRS. MARIANNE DUNLAP, board 


president, said that when the board 
made the decision to change the site, it 
was felt that the amount of traffic on 
Hwy. 31 would endanger the lives of 
students and teachers going to and 
from school. 


But a petition bearing approximately 


600 signatures was presented to the 


board asking that the site be changed 
back to the original location. 


Bobbie Brustrom, spokesman for the 


group, told the board in presenting the 
petition, that the number of names the 
petition represents is approximately 75 
per cent of the number of persons who 
voted in the last bond election. 


"I am prepared to tell you that the 


citizens of his this community will take 
whatever means necessary to prevent 
you (the school board) from making 
this tragic mistake," said Brustrom. 
"If it's required, an injunction against 
you to prevent this movo .. then we're 
prepared to file it. 


"IF IT MEANS WE will have to take 


the legal steps necessary to recall you 
as trustees, then we are prepared to do 
that," he said. "We are prepared to get 
help from Washington, 
Austin or 


anywhere else that we'll find people 
interested in what the great majority of 
the taxpayers want." 


Brustrom said that "we realize that 


bringing such action will be expensive, 
but we are convinced that whatever has 
to be spent in preventing you from 
building this school on the new site will 
only be peanuts to what it will even- 
tually cost the taxpayers of this school 
district if we sit idly by and allow you to 
continue headstrong in the direction 


you have taken. 


"As a spokesman for the voters and 


the taxpayers whose signatures this 
petition bears, I request that either in 
open session or executive session, you 
give us an answer tonight," he said. 


FOLLOWING 
BRUSTROM'S 


presentation, a number of citizens in 
the audience spoke on why they felt the 
site should be moved back to the 
original location. Several of the persons 
said they felt that because of ac- 
creditation 
requirements, the site 


should be at the 55-acre location which 
the Texas Education Agency has 
already given approval. It was also 
brought out that the 55-acre site would 
allow more room for future expansion, 
and that fire and police protection 
would still be available as well as public 
utilities. 


Four of the five board members went 


into executive session to consider the 
request. 


Dr. J. M. Ryman said the exevutive 


session was illegal and refused to sit in 
on it. He said that executive sessions 
can only be called to consider per- 
sonnel, land acquisition or litigation. 


Shortly before 11:30 p.m., Ryman 


was asked to join the board in the 
executive session, and a short time 


later the board recovened back into 
regular session. 


ONCE IN REGULAR session, Mrs. 


Dunlap told the persons present that 
"you have shown us an overwhelming 
community voice against the decision 
that this board took," but said that "we 
still hold the conviction we held for- 
merly about the safety of the ste." 


Brenard Nunnelly read a motion, 


which was seconded by Billy Howard 
and approved unanimously by the 
board members, which read that the 
board "will take appropriate action" to 
return to the original site after arriving 
at a satisfactory agreement with the 
contractor. 


"We do have to make arrangements 


to work with the contractor," said Mrs. 
Dunlap. "We think 
it can be done, 


however." 


The only other item of business on 


last night's agenda was the selection of 
an athletic director. 


AFTER

board voted to hire Billy J. Spencer, 
who is presently coaching at Calvert, at 
a salary of $1000 above state base pay.

CORSICANA 


Department's main aim is to help probationer

The case load of the Navarro County Adult Probation 


Department is on the increase, according to Hugh Nicholson, 
Chief Probation Officer of the department. 


Nicholson said that as of May 1, 268 persons were under the 


supervision of the two-man department. People on probation, or 
probationers as they are called, for felony offenses totaled on 
May 1,137. There were 131 probationers for misdemeanor of- 
fenses at the first of the month. 


As of Jan. 1 of this year there were 223 persons under the 


supervision of the department. A total of 98 of them were felony 
cases and 125 were misdemeanors. The increase represents 16 
per cent jump during the first five months of 1977. 


Nicholson said that the number of cases are increasing 


because a backlog of old cases from last year are being cleared 
from the district court docket. 


THE DEPARTMENT WAS ESTABLISHED under a grant 


from the Heart of Texas Council of Governments (HOTCOG) to 
McClennon County in 1972, Nicholson says and adds that 
Navarro County took over the department in June of 1975. The 
HOTCOG grant to McClennon County was to establish probation 
departments in Falls, Limestone, Freestone, Hill, and Navarro 
counties. 


Supervising the probationers is the job of Nicholson and his 


partner, Bill Hill. Nicholson, who has an agricultural degree 
from Texas A&M and two-years teaching experience in Itasca, 
says that he and Hill don't try to split evenly the number of 
probationers they handle. 


"We try to be flexible," Nicholson explained, "Sometimes my 


personality may clash with a probationer and Bill (Hill) may be 
able to work with the person better. And vice versa." 


THERE ARE FOUR DIFFERENT PROCEDURES Nicholson 


says for handling probationers depending on where they live and 
what offense they were charged with. 


Persons on probation for felony offenses that live in Navarro 


County must report to their probation officer once a month 
usually during the first seven days of the month. Nicholson says 
that he isn't real strict about requiring the probationers to show 
up at the department office. 


The main purpose of probation 


is to get people back into the 
mainstream of society. We try to 


keep them out of jail, and that's 
a whole lot cheaper.' 


"Here again we try to be flexible. If the man's employer tells 


us he can't spare the man during the working day in that first 
week, we attempt to work out a time when we can meet with 
him," he says. 


He adds that he doesn't "chew a guy out" for missing the time 


period. The purpose of the meeting is to keep the probation of- 
ficer informed to about the probationers' activities or problems 
and insure he's living up to the terms and conditions of the 
probation. 


IF THE FELONY PROBATIONER lives outside Navarro 


County Nicholson says a program of "courtesy supervision" is 
worked out with the probation department of the county the 
individual is living in. 


Sometimes, Nicholson explains, the probationer that lives 


farther away from the county which placed him on probation, 
has a tendency to be less than strict about following the rules of 
his probation. The probationer, however, is required to report to 
the probation department of the county he is living in once a 
month, just as if he was living in Navarro County. 


Misdemeanor probationers who live in the county, must also 


report monthly to their probation officer. But those that live 
outside the county must only report by mail once a month. The 
out-of-county probationer is given a form to fill out each month 
detailing his activities and employment. 


WHILE THE TERMS and conditions of probation are set by 


state law, a judge may add any stipulations he desires. The 
basic probation restrictions include prohibitions against 


carrying weapons, associating with known felons or criminals 
and going into bars. The rules also require the probationer to 
pay a monthly fee of $10 to the probation office. The fee goes to 
the probation department to offset the cost of the probation. 


One extra condition a judge may add is that the probationer 


pay restitution. Nicholson says his department tries to get the 
restitution paid as quickly as possible to offset the damages to 
the victim of the probationer's offense. 


Restitution owed by probationers is paid to the department, 


which deposits it with the Treasurer's Office until the total 
amount due to the victim is received. Then it is paid out. 


THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS for probation also include a 


stipulation that the probationer commit no other offense except 
possibly traffic violations. 


Nicholson says the main purpose of probation is to get the 


people back into "the mainstream of society" as a working 
member. He says he doesn't come down hard on an individual 
the first time he violates his probation. 


"We try to keep them out of jail. And that's a whole lot 


cheaper than putting them into the penitentiary or the county 
jail," Nicholson says. 


What the department does in the case where someone com- 


mits several minor violations of his probation, like getting 
arrested for public intoxication or changing jobs frequently, is 
meet with the person and attempt to find out his problem and 
help him solve it, sometimes through family counseling. 


"WE TRY TO GET THEM to straighten up their act," 


Nicholson says. 


Sometimes, Nicholson explains, there is a necessity for the 


probationer, the probation officer and the judge that placed him 
on probation to meet in order to impress the necessity of com- 
pliance with the terms and conditions. 


There have been instances, according to Nicholson, where a 


judge will revoke probation as a kind of "shock therapy" for the 
probationer. 


The Texas Legislature has recently approved a measure that 


will require a first time offender to have some jail time in order 
to reinforce the individual's desire to stay out of trouble before 
being placed on probation. 


Probation is not considered a final conviction and if a person 


completes his time of probation there is no record of his con- 
viction. However, when an individual is placed on probation his 
fingerprints are put on file with the Federal Bureau of In- 


vestigation and the Department of Public Safety. 


THE PURPOSE OF THIS is so that if a probationer is 


arrested for an offense in another county or state, the depart- 
ment that is supervising him can be notified of the incident. 


Nicholson says that when this happens it is usually a serious 


situation and may require the beginning or revocation 
proceedings.

Court proceedings to revoke probation begin in the probation 


department. The department fills out a form detailing the 
violations of probation. The probationer and the probation of- 
ficer meet in open court before the judge that placed the in- 
dividual on probation. 


While an individual is on probation for a felony offense his 


Constitutional rights are removed. Only upon the completion or 
termination of the probation period can those rights be restored. 


ACCORDING TO NICHOLSON, his department will assist in 


getting those rights restored only when the complete period of 
probation is up. If the probationer is released from probation 
early, the person must hire his own attorney to help in restoring 
his constitutional rights. 


Early release from probation is permitted only after one third 


of the probation time has been served or two years, which ever 
is the least. A judge can terminate the probation at any time 
after that. 


Fines and court costs assessed a probationer are collected, in 


Navarro County, by the sheriff's office. 


The number of times an individual may be placed on 


probation, according to Nicholson and District Attorney Pat 
Batchelor, is limited by law in certain instances. 


Batchelor says that a jury may put an individual on probation 


only once, while a judge can do it any number of times as long as 
it is not within five years of the end of the last time an individual 
was on probation. 


There is some confusion, Nicholson says, about the terms 


"probation" and "parole". Probation is granted before an in- 
dividual has served any time with the Texas Department of 
Corrections or any jail time. Parole, however can only be 
granted by the State Board of Pardons and Paroles, and only, 
after the person has served time in the state pen.
